While at the location, Randy 
Walton, age 22, took a service 
weapon from an Elba officer and 
fatally shot Janet Lockett, age 27, 
before turning the gun on himself. 

Both Lockett and Walton were 
taken to the Elba General Hospital, 
where Lockett later died and Wal- 


ton was transferred to a Dothan 


hospital. 

According to police, Lockett and 
Walton were living together at Elba 
Villas and were at the home of 
Lockett's parents when the shooting 


Coffee County Commission gets approval to 


construct new county jail in New Brockton 


The Coffee County Commissiorr 
received the "go-ahead" from a fed- 
eral magistrate last week and appar- 
ently will proceed with its plans to 
construct a new county jail in New 
Brockton. 

The meeting, ordered by United 
States Magistrate John Carroll, to 
hear the county's progress report on 
plans to alleviate overcrowded con- 
ditions at the county jail, in Elba, 
was attended by six members of the 


commission, as well as the county 
attorney and attorneys for the plain- 
tiffs in a lawsuit filed against the 
county. 

"He told us to proceed with the 
plans we have and to go forward 
with what we are doing," stated 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton. "He was satisfied with what we 
are doing and right now, as far as 
I'm concerned, we're going to build 


a county jail in New Brockton," 

"We were waiting until this 
meeting to proceed with our plans," 
added Eagerton, "and now we 
know what the magistrate wants." 

The commission has adopted a 
one-half cent sales tax to pay for 
the construction of the new jail. A 
tax that, according to Eagerton, will 
be removed as soon as the construc- 
tion of the jail is paid off. 


Sleeping sickness discovered 
in horse in Coffee County 


Cases of Eastern Equine En- 
cephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness) 
have been reported in Coffee, But- 
ler, Lamar, and Houston Counties, 
said state veterinarian Dr. J. Lee 
Alley, director of the Alabama 
Dept. of Agriculture and Industries’ 
Animal Industries Division. 


Eastern Equine Encephalomyeli- 
lis is a viral disease of horses 
spread by biting insects, primarily 
mosquitoes. The mortality rate of 
horses infected with this disease is 
more than 90 percent. 

Symptoms include fever, wan- 
dering, circling, incoordination,

Grimes was apparently struck by 
the right front of the 1985 Cavalier 
and after impact hit the windshield 
of the vehicle. 

Grimes is in a Dothan hospital 
and this week was transferred from 
Intensive Care to a private room, 


yawning, grinding of teeth, drowsi- 
ness, pendulous lower lip, inability 
to swallow, inability to rise when 
down, and paralysis. 

Diagnosis is based on clinical 
signs, history and season of occur- 
rence, Specific diagnosis is by re- 
covery of the virus from brain tis- 
sue and serotyping. 

While there is no specific treat- 
ment for the disease, there is an ef- 
fective vaccine. 

"I strongly recommend that all 
horse owners contact their local 
veterinarian to have their animals 
vaccinated," said Alley. "This is a 
preventable disease."

Summer heat may cause problems for mobile home owners 


Summer heat and humidity can 
made for a significant increase in 
health problems related to formal- 
dehyde found in mobile homes and 
new homes, warns Gary W. Jones, 
chief of the Indoor Air Quality Sec- 
tion of the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. 

"Formaldehyde creates the odor 
that most people refer to as the 
‘new smell’ in products," says 
Jones. "It's used in the glues, resins 
and veneers that go into carpet 
backing, particle board, fiberboard, 
hardwood, plywood and some solid 
wood furniture." 

The gas is a potent eye, upper 
respiratory and skin irritant that 
produces allergy-like symptoms 
and has the potential for causing 
asthma and inducing asthmatic at- 
tacks as a non-specific irritant. 

_ "We receive more complaints 
about formaldehyde in the summer 
because the heat and humidity 
drive the gas out of materials," re- 
ports Jones. 

"For some people, especially in 
mobile homes where levels of the 
gas are sometimes quite high, for- 


maldehyde can be a very serious 
problem. There are cases in which 
reactions to the gas have been so 
severe, particularly in asthmatic 
children, that people have had to 
move. Since there are such a large 
number of mobile homes in Ala- 
bama, this is an environmental 
health problem that affects a great 
many people." 

Signs that health problems may 
be caused by formaldehyde include 
symptoms occurring in more than 
one member of the household and 
symptoms that lessen in severity 
when the individual is away from 
home, Symptoms are usually the 
most severe in those who spend a 
great deal of time at home, such as 
homemakers, infants and retirees. 

Jones says formaldehyde levels 
may be decrease by opening the 
windows and airing out a residence 
over a period of weeks. Vapor- 
barrier paints can laos be used in 
some cases, although this is a tem- 
porary solution. 

No formaldehyde level stan- 
dards have been established for a 
non-occupational ational setting, so 


those concerned about the level of 
the gas in their residence may wish 
to contact the health department to 
conduct an air test in their home, 
For more information on formal- 
dehyde, asbestos or other indoor air 
quality problems, contact the In- 
door Air Quality Section, Division 
of Environmental Health, 434 Mon- 
roe Street, Room 251, Montgom- 
ery, Ala.

supported. In fact, Planned Parent- 
hood of Alabama receives no gov- 
ernmert grants for family planning 
services. They claim that sexuality 
education and birth control are inef- 
fective.

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Alcohol - The Controller Drug 


Are you in control or out of control? Most people 
would immediately respond with "in control of course." I 
have heard many robust men say, "nobody tells me what 
to do!" Also, from our youth, I have heard the common 


response, "you can't make me do it!” 


These statements reveal a mental, physical, and an 
emotional desire for one to be in control of oneself. I am 
sure that most would agree that one desiring to be in con- 
trol of oneself as opposed to being out of control is a 
good philosophy for living life. The fatal problem is that 
many parents and their children alike have not been 
taught the discipline of self-control against the use of 
controlling drugs, especially alcohol. 

Self-control, according to Webster's New World Dic- 
tionary is "control of oneself, or of one's own emotions, 
desires, actions, etc." This involves the willpower or the 
determination of oneself not to give in to peer pressure or 
.temptations, but to be in control no matter what anyone 
else says or does. This is a good philosophy of life, but it 
must be taught to our children early in their lives so they 
may have a weapon to combat alcohol and other drugs. 

We all see and hear of the effects of alcohol on our tel- 
evisions and in daily life. The assumption that alcohol af- 
fects only the user is preposterous. Since it is a "psycho- 
as are 
tranquilizers, it hazardously affects the user and the peo- 


active’ or mind-altering drug, 


ple in contact with him. 


Alcohol is a natural substance formed by fermentation 
that occurs when sugar reacts to yeast. Ethyl alcohol is 
the major active ingredient found in wine, beer and dis- 
tilled spirits. Whether a person drinks a 12-ounce can of 
beer, a shot of distilled spirits, or a S-ounce glass of 
wine, the amount of pure alcohol per drink is about the 
same - - one-half ounce, according to the U.S. Dept. of 


Health and Human Services. 


Ethyl alcohol is a depressant, a downer, which acts as 
a narcotic. It depresses the nervous system of the brain 
and its nerve connections to all parts of the body. As the 
brain receives more and more ethyl, there is the feeling 
of well-being, but loss of self-control. Sensory control is 
affected by the inability to write, and speech disturbance. 
Visual sensations suffer the loss of color and distance 
perception. The coofdination center loses equilibrium, 
and coordination control. Also, the respiratory and circu- 
latory systems suffer from the depression of respiration 
and circulation. Subnormal temperature, shock and even 


death may occur.

Self-control is one key that will un- 
lock the doors of moral evil, which will keep those non- 
users of substance free from it, and will free the users 
from accidents, fatalities, imprisonments, sickness, di- 
vorces, juvenile delinquency and political corruption, 
just to name a few. 

The Bible is our oldest and most reliable source for 
t this life is precious and very un- 

predictable. Mr. Jerry Clower calls it our rule book of

Vegetables 

Vegetables, | whether 
canned <r frozen, provide a year- 
round syurce of vitamins C and A, 
They also provide several valuable 
minerals, especially calcium and 
iron, 

To conserve food values and fla- 
vor, you need to store vegetables 
with care, These storage reminders 
should help. 

*Cabbage is a more stable 
source of Vitamin C than most 
leafy vegetables. Don't allow it to 
dry out. If you're going to keep cab- 
bage a few days, wrap it or put it in 
the vegetable crisper of the refriger- 
ator, 


*Green peas and green lima 
beans hold their nutrients better if 
left in their pod until you are ready 
to use them. If they're shelled, put 
them into plastic bags and store in 
the refrigerator. 

*Tomatoes bought or picked be- 
fore they turn red keep their nutri- 
ents best if ripened away from the 
sun, at temperature from 60 to 75 
degrees F. Cover under-ripe toma- 
toes with cloth and leave them at 
room temperature, 

The bright-red color does not 
develop when tomatoes are left at 
temperatures above 85 degrees for 
very long. And if ripened in the re- 
frigerator, tomatoes become soft, 
watery, and subject to decay. 

*Carrols, sweet potatoes, pota- 
toes and other roots and tubers keep 
their most important food values 
reasonably well if you keep them 
cool and moist enough to prevent 
wilting.

*Take the exact amount of medi- 
cine prescribed by your doctor, and 
stick to the prescribed schedule. 
Never take drugs prescribed for 
someone else. 

*If your doctor prescribes a new 
medication, be sure to tell him 
about any other drugs you're taking. 

*If a child-resistant container is 
difficult for you to open, ask your 
pharmacist to use easy-to-open con- 
tainers, But, be sure that medicines 
are locked out of reach of children. 

*Make sure you understand the 
directions printed on the drug con- 
tainer. When you start taking a new 
medication, ask the doctor or phar- 
macist about any possible side ef- 
fects and whether it is necessary to 
avoid certain foods or beverages. 

*Call your doctor immediately if 
you experience any unusual reac- 
tions to medications. 

*Don't take medicine in the dark 
or dim light, where you could take 
the wrong thing by accident.

ORDINANCE NO, 1989-4 
PROVIDING FOR NON- 
DISCRIMINATION IN THE AREA 
OF HOUSING 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council! of Elba, Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1: Declaration of Policy + 

It is hereby declared to be the poli 
of the City of Elba that all persons shal 
have a fair and equal opportunity to 
purchase, own, lease, or occupy real es- 
tate located within the City of Elba 
without discrimination because of race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori- 


gin. 

Section 2: Definitions 

For the purpose of this ordinance 
and the interpretation and enforcement 
thereof the following definitions apply: 

"Agent" shall mean any real estate 
broker, real estate salesman, and any 
other person or entity who is acting for 
some other person or entity within the 
relationship of principal and agent. 

"Discriminate" shall mean to cate- 
gorically distinguish between persons 
on a basis or by reason of race, color, 
religion, 8X, age or national origin. 

Owner" shall mean any persons 
holding legal or equitable title to or any 
interest in real estate located within the 
City of Elba. 

“Residential real property" shall 

‘mean any structure or portion thereof 
(including single family, multi-family 
and transient accomodatiens) used for 
the purpose of providing basic shelter 
for its occupants, 

"Unlawful real estate pravtice" shall 
mean any act of commission or omis- 
sion by any agent or owner which is 
herein declared to be a violation of this 
ordinance, 

Section 3: Unlawful real estate 
practice 

It shall be an unlawful real estate 
practice and unlawful for any agent or 
owner; ? 

(a) To make any distinction, dis- 
crimination or restriction against any 
person in price, terms, conditions or 
privileges of any kind relating to the 
sale, rental, lease or occupancy of any 
residential real property, or in furnish- 
ing of any facilities or services in con- 
nection therewith predicated upon race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori- 
gin of the prospective or actual buyer, 
tenant, or occupant thereof. 

(b) To publish, circulate, issue or 
display or cause to be published, circu- 
lated, issued, or displayed, any commu- 
nication, notice, advertisement, sign, or 
writing of any kind relating to the sale, 
rental or leasing of such real property 
predicated upon the race, color, relig- 
10n, Sex, age, or national origin of any 
prospective buyer, lessee, or renter. 

(c) To refuse to sell, lease or rent 
real property for residential purposes 
because of the race, color, religion, sex,’ 
age, or national origin of the proposed 
buyer or renter, ~ 

(d) To discriminate or to participate 
in discrimination in connection with 
borrowing or lending money, guaran- 
teeing loans, accepting mortgages or 
otherwise obtaining or making availa- 
‘ble funds for the purchase, acquisition, 
construction, rehabilitation, repair or 
maintenance of any residential real 
property because of the race, color, re- 
ligion, sex, age, or national origin of 
any person. : 

7(e) To cheat, exploit, or overcharge 
any person for residential real property 
because of race, color, religion, sex, 
age, or national origin of such person. 

(f) To solicit for sale, lease or listing 
for, sale or lease any residential real 
property on the grounds of loss of value 
due to the present or prosepctive entry 
into any neighborhood of any person or 
persons of any particular race, color, re- 
ligion, sex, age, or yational origin. 

(g) To distribute or cause to be dis-, 


- tributed written material or statements 


designed to induce any owner of resi- 
dential real property to sell or lease his 
property because of any present or 
prospective change in the composition 
of any neighborhood due to race, color, 
religion, sex, age, or national origin of 


any person. 

(h) To deliberately and knowingly 
refuse examination of residential real 
property to any person because of race, 
color, religion, sex, age, or national ori- 
gin of such person. 

Section 4; Enforcement 

(a) Penalties 

Any person or entity violating any 
provision of this ordinance shall be 
fined, upon conviction, not less than 
two dollars ($2.00) nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) and cost of 
‘court for each offense. Each day such 
violation continues shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

(b) Complaints 

Any person aggrieved in any man- 
ner by any violation of any provision of 
this ordinance may file a written com- 
plaint setting forth his grievance with 
the Mayor. Said complaint shall state 
the name and address of the complai- 
nant and of the person or entity against 
whom the complaint is: besought, and 
shall also state the alleged facts sur- 
rounding the violation of this ordi- 
nance. The Chief of Police is hereby 
fully authorized to immediately invest- 
*gate such complaint thus filed. Upon 
completion of his investigation, the 
Chief of Police shall report his findings 
in writing to the Mayor who will at 
such time initate appropriate legal or 
conciliatory action.

Elba School Board to seek 
bids on new school bus 


Last Thursday night, the Elba 
City School Board hired two em- 
ployees for the middle school, vot- 
ed to take bids for a new school bus 
and heard that total enrollment was 
down 15 students this year. They 
also approved trips for FHA, spe- 
cial education and the band, as well 
as reviewing the financial statement 
for the past month. 

Delinda Stinson Escorbar was 
hired as a P.E, aide for the middle 
school. Superintendent Lamar Fo- 
ley reported she was a graduate of 
Elba High School, has attended 
ESIC and Troy State, plus she has 
served as a substitute teacher in the 
Elba system. 

Kay Farris was hired as a Chap- 
ter I aide in the middle school. This 
position is a half time position. She 
also is a graduate of Elba High 
School and has served as a substi- 
tute teacher.

and spending a lot were 
the choices facing the 
school board. 


A $10,000 grant from the State 
of Alabama, earmarked for trans- 
portation, prompted the Board to 
solicit bids on a new 72-passenger 
diesel school bus. The money had 
to be committed by the end of Sep- 
tember or returned to Montgomery. 

While it was less than a third the 
cost of a bus, the Board followed 


Foley's recommendation and voted 
to use the funds, They will be re- 
placing a 1980 bus with a newer, 
safer, and more economical to oper- 
ate unit, Foley explained. 

Enrollment for the system is 
down 15 students from the same 
period last year. While the elemen- 
tary school is up an even dozen stu- 
dents, drops in the middle school 
and the high school more than off- 
set this gain. 

Foley noted to board members 
that an increase such as the clemen- 
tary school increase will reflect on 
enrollment of each school as these 
students move up the ladder.

They will remain 
overnight and visit Six Flags on 
Sunday. 


Board members were reminded 
of the upcoming property tax vote. 
Chairman Gareth Lindsey noted the 
importance of insuring this school 
tax is continued because of the state 
requirements of local effort to qual- 
ify for state school funds used to 
pay teacher salaries. 

No action was taken by the 
board on a leak at the middle 
school. Foley notified board mem- 
bers that a roofing contractor was 
willing to try to patch the leaks 
WATOUE the cost of a complete new 
roof, 


Lime disease reported locally 


A case of “Lime Disease" was 
reported in Coffee County last 
week and while the victim is report- 
ed to be well on his way to recov- 
ery, Elba physician Dr. Henry Co- 
chran warned that the disease can 
be deadly. 

Dr. Cochran reported that the 
disease, which is spread by ticks, 
can be cured without harmful side 
effects, if discovered quickly. How- 
ever, the local physician stated that 
Be disease can be fatal if not treat- 

The case reported involved a 17- 
year-old male living in the Jack 


Community and was diagnosed 
promptly. 

Dr. Cochran stated that persons 
working in grassy areas should be 
properly clothed and use an insect 
repellent with a high concentration 
of DEET. 

The first symptom of the tick 
bite is a rash which resembles a 
bulls-eye that will spread across the 
body. 

Anyone being bitten by a tick 
should removed it with forceps by 
grasping the tick's head and pulling 
it out completely, or by seeking 
medical attention,

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.11, at the courthouse in Elba 
and after much discussion among 
commissioners voted 4-3 not to 
meet with Enterprise city officials 
to discuss the city's proposed plan 
to build a new county jail. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told the commissioners that 
he had met with Enterprise city of- 
ficials since the last regular meet- 
ing of the commission and had 
agreed for the entire commission to 
meet with the city officials later on 
Monday to discuss the city’s propo- 


Comm. Sid Averett made a mo- 
tion that the commission attend the 
meeting and it was seconded by 
Comm, Bill Faulk; however, it was 
obvious that the meeting was not a 
popular issue among all the com- 
missioners and those opposed made 
their feelings clear. 

"IT have lost sleep worrying 
about what is best for Coffee 
County," stated Comm. Eugene 
Bradley. "In recent days I have 
talked with many of the citizens in 
my district and across Coffee 
County and have decided that many 
people in the county are opposed to 
building a jail in Enterprise. I repre- 
sent the people in my district and 
feel that it will be best for all of 
Coffee County if the commission 
not accept the proposal from Enter- 
prise." 

Comm, Damascus Crittenden 
echoed Bradiey's sentiments and 
stated "As far as I am concerned, 
the issue is over! The location and 
financing for the county jail has 
ben decided by this commission al- 


ready. If the commissioners will” 


take their heads out of the papers 
and use their ears to listen to the 
voice of the people, they will real- 
ize what is best." 

Comm, Robert Stephens, who 
fought an unsuccessful battle to 
keep the jail in Elba, said "This 
commission has made much 
progress in all areas for the citizens 
of Coffee County. I know that we 
have different opinions and beliefs 
and that we have all read that En- 
terprise wants to give the county a 
jail for free. That is not true! The 
taxpayers of Coffee County are go- 
ing to pay for a new jail no matter 
where it is built!" 

"I urge for the commission to 
stand above politics," added Ste- 
phens, “and not to let money con- 
trol its vote." 

Comm. Jim Dubose, another 
staunch opponent of moving the 
jail and the implementation of a 
sales tax to finance construction of 
a new jail, stated "I don't like what 
is happening in Coffee County. I 
think that self-serving interest is 
tearing our county apart! | would 
like to see all the city officials in 
our county come together and sit 
down with the commission to reach 
an agreement on what is best for 
this county.” 

"T am not anti-Enterprise," de- 
clared Dubose, "and I am tickled to 
death with the growth and prosperi- 
ty the city is enjoying. However, 
we must do what is best for all of 
the county and that is what I will 
vote to do.” 

Comm, Bill Faulk asked "If we 
put on a sales tax, what do we get 
out of it?" 

"The only thing we can get out 
of it will be a new jail,” said Faulk, 
"and Enterprise has the money on 
hand to build the jail and either 
way the county gets a jail. I too re- 
sent the fact that Enterprise put on 
a sales tax the way it did; however, 
I can't see what difference three 
miles makes as far as where the jail 
is built. We don't even know if we 
can legally collect the tax!" 

Comm. Sid Averett commented 
"It is hard for me to realize how a 
group of men have let the battle be- 
tween north and south Coffee 
County cost the county this much 
money. It is clearly a battle be- 
tween Elba and Enterprise!" 

Averett, Faulk and Eagerton all 
yoted to meet with the Enterprise 
officials, while the motion died 
when Stephens, Bradley, Dubose 
and Crittenden all cast dissenting 
votes. 

Comm. Stephens asked the com- 
mission, in a show of unity, to reaf- 
firm its plans to build a new county 
jail in New Brockton and to use a 
one-half cent sales tax to finance 
the constructivii. 

The vote went 5-2, with only Ea- 
gerton joining the four commission- 
ers who opposed the Enterprise 


meeting. 

The meeting, which began at 
9:00 a.m., got off to anything but a 
slow start as Elba's Mayor Fred 
Moore was the commission's first 
visitor and pleaded with the com- 
mission to "Help save Elba!” 

"IT though the jail issue was set- 

ted," said Mayor Moore, "But ap- 
parently it is anything but. I would 
like the commission to remember 
that it has already decided to build 
a new health department in Enter- 
prise and gave Elba absolutely no 
consideration in the matter. Now it 
might build a new county jail in 
Enterprise because of a so-called 
problem that might exist in collect- 
ing the one-half cent sales tax that 
will be used to build the jail." 
» There is no problem in collect- 
ing the sales tax," declared Moore. 
"The judge in the case has stated he 
would help the county collect the 
tax, if necessary." 

"It is true that Enterprise is 
bigger than Elba," added Moore, 
"but that shouldn't be a factor in the 
decision where to build the jail. If 
you go only by size, why don't we 
move the state capital to Birming- 
ham, it's bigger than Montgomery.” 

"Enterprise passed a sales tax 
for leverage to get the jail," stated 
Moore, "and I feel the commission 
owes it to the people of Coffee 
County not to play politics, but to 
be fair." 

Moore pointed out that Elba 
paid $2,000-2,500 monthly to keep 
its fire department and rescue 
squad in operation and said "We 
serve all of the county without any 
help from the commission and we'll 


continue to do so." 


"Elba is the county-seat," added 
Mayor Moore, “and I feel the new 
jail should be built here. Enterprise 
is not offering the county anything. 
Help save Elba. I know we're small, 
but don't let Elba simply dry up.” 

Before leaving, Mayor Moore 
questioned Commission chairman 
Billy Eagerton and told Eagerton 
that rumors around the county sug- 
gested that Eagerton had changed 
his support from New Brockton to 
Enterprise because of plans to seck 
countywide office. 

Eagerton refused to address the 
rumor, but did say that he would 
support any decision the commis- 
sion made on a site for the jail. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***heard Tony Alcuri urge the 
commission to continue its work to 
get additional rural water systems 
in the county; 

*#*was told by county engineer 
Mark Pool that the engineer's office 
would work with the Sheriff's Dept. 


New radio system 
to unite all areas 
of Coffee County 


The communications between 
members of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association has im- 
proved dramatically in recent 
weeks with the installation of a new 
two-way radio and repeater system 
donated by the Alabama Forestry 
Commission. 

The new system was installed on 
the 1,040-foot tall WKMX tower, 
located west of New Brockton, and 
will eliminate "brown-out spots.” 
which are areas of the county 
where radio signals sometimes fail. 

The antenna for the repeater was 
installed at the 400-foot point of the 
tower, which stands 1,400 feet 
above sea level. 

According to Wayne Roberts, 
county officer with the Forestry 
Commission, emergency calls will 
be received by the police depart-' 
ments in Elba and Enterprise and 
dispatched to the appropriate fire 
department in the county. 

The system is operational in En- 
terprise at the present time and will 
be operational in Elba in only a 
matter of days. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice 
Paul stated the communication Sys- 
tem will extend area firefighting 
coverage to natural disasters, chem- 
ical spills and any other kind of nat- 
ural emergency. 

Coffee County has one full-time 
fire department, located in Enter- 
prise, and nine volunteer depart- 
ments located in Elba, New Brock- 
ton, Kinston, Tri-Community, Five 
Star, Ino, Battens Crossroads, 
Goodman and Zion Chapel.

Elba council discusses plans to 
lease old Gunter-Dunn building 


The monthly bills facing the 
Elba City Council Monday evening 
were the highest of the year, ac- 
cording to Mayor Fred Moore as he 
was presenting them for approval. 

Moore told council members he 
and the city employees were doing 
everything possible to keep the 
bills down, but sgmetimes it just 
can't be done, 

He explained that there were 
more repairs on small equipment 
than any month this year. Added to 
this was $990 for swimming pool 
chemicals; $893 for telephone; 
$669 for parts to repair the big 
loader; $528 for asphalt; $747 for 
tires and $6,581 for gasoline. 

Moore explained that the tele- 
phone bills were not from abusive 
use of long distance, but were due 
to the numerous telephones in- 
stalled in city facilities. He said that 
something less than $200 was on 
long distance calls. 

Total bills for the month were 
$15,421.23. They were approved 
for payment by the council. 

The council heard a report from 
Council member Bill Brunson on a 
zoning board hearing last week. 
The board heard a request from 
Marion Brunson for change from 
an R-4 to an MH-1 to allow place- 
ment of a mobile home park on 
property he owns on the Old Sam- 
son Road. 

Brunson reported that the hear- 
ing had been advertised and there 
were no objections at the hearing. 

The city council accepted the 
recommendation of the zoning 
board and approved the zoning 
change. 

Ken English was present and 
held a short discussion with the 
council on his proposal to renovate 
the old Gunter-Dunn building. He 
explained that he arrived in town 
too late to pick up copies of his pro- 
posal from the attorney's office. 

Mayor Fred Moore expressed 
opposition to selling the property 


outright without some assurance 
the necessary improvements would 
be made, bringing the building up 
to minimum standards. 

Council members verbally 
agreed to consider a plan allowing 
English two years to bring the 
building up to standards under a 
lease plan. It will be presented to 
the council for official approval at a 
future meeting. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported that during the past two 
weeks the police had responded to 
123 complaints including eight traf- 
fic accidents. They have issued 17 
traffic citations including 2 for 
DUI. There have been 12 criminal 
arrests., 

During this same period the ani- 
mal control officer has picked up 
14 dogs. Three of these were re- 
turned to their owners and one was 
sold. 


“We are doing every- 
thing possible to keep 
the bills down," Mayor 
Moore said. 


Council member Eddie Vaughan 
requested the council set October 7 
for a citywide clean-up day. He 
wants to insure the community is 
clean for homecoming on October 
13. 

According to Vaughan, a large 
crowd is expected to be in Elba for 
this event, as extra efforts are being 
made as part of the Alabama Reun- 
ion. 

Council member Bill Brunson. 
suggested the mayor be authorized 
to appoint an airport advisory com- 
mittee to report at a later date with 
suggestions for needs at the airport. 
He noted they may look into the 
need for additional T-hangers, rou- 
tine maintenance and repairs and 
general help for the airport. This 
was approved by the council.
